eruption of bloodshed and burning 
Saturday. The Nahas government 
termed the outbreak an attempted 
revolution.

the British out — and to maintain 
'stability, security and peace." 


Maher Pasha, 69, before World 


War II expressed pro-British sym- 
pathies, but during the war was in- 
terned at British insistence be- 
cause he had talks with Britain's 
Italian enemies.

neared Steubenville after turning 
the big bend of the Ohio at East 
Liverpool, O. Slcubenville looked 
for a crest of -\'i feet by noon and 
the river rose one foot an hour just 
ahead of the crest. Flood stage is 
32 feet. 


Three aieas appeared due to 


take the river's biggest battering 
today.

was Steubenville and the area just 
to the south on both sides of the 
swollen stream. One hundred and 
eighty families moved from theii 
homes in Jefferson County, O., and 
merchants moved from 22 business 
houses.

river was at Wheeling, W. Va.,

109 families at 
Wheeling and 


Wheeling Island.

Patterson Worked Devotedly in 


the Service of His Nation 


One day during World War II, Mrs. Robert P. Patterson 


asked her husband, then assistant secretary of war, to find 
out where their soldier son was stationed. They had heard 
nothing from him for seven months, and were worried. 


Patterson refused to make a special inquiry. He told his 


wife he would not seek any information that was not equally 
available to every other father of a soldier. 


Nothing could better illustrate the complete integrity of 


this man who served his country so valiantly in war and 
-after. His death in an air crash near New York is a deep loss 
"for all Americans.

In World War I, he won a Distinguished Service Cross 


for leading a daylight patrol against two German machine 
gun nests and staying behind to cover his men's retreat. 


Twice he was cited in "general orders" and he received 


the Silver Star for "gallant" conduct. He was wounded when 
he walked through enemy fire to direct his men to cover. 
yet he never wanted to talk about his combat days. 


After the war, he practiced law until President Hoover 


named him a federal judge m New York. But his interest in 
Ermy affairs, never flagged.

In July, 1940, President Roosevelt wired him to offer him 


the assistant secretaryship of war. When the message was 
delivered, Patterson was doing K. P. as part of his reserve 
officers' refresher course at Plattsburg, N. Y.

With characteristic humility he said : "They could get a 
•tetter man, but if they want me, I'll accept." 


Patterson served in that post under Secretary of War 


Henry L. Stimson, himself a devoted and able public servant.

But Stimson by that time was in his 70's, and much of 


the real burden of his job fell on Patterson's shoulders. His 
performance was magnificent and selfless. 


Upon Stimson's resignation in 1945, President Truman 


gave Patterson his choice of that job or a berth on the 
Supreme Court. Patterson replied he would serve wherever 
the president thought him best fitted. 
*i Auln T.ruman thereupon appointed him Secretary of War 
At that time he awarded him a Distinguished Service Medal. 


From then until his retirement on July 24, 1947, Patter- 


son slaved tirelessly to effect unification of the armed serv- 
ices. After that he went back to private law practice, but his 
voice frequently was raised in behalf of measures he consid- 
ered important to the country.

Don't Try This in Bridge Tourney

One of the neatest safety plays 


I have seen in a long time was 
executed in a rubber bridge game 
the other day by Gen Robert J. 
Gill, 
of 
Baltimoie.

enough, General Gill was tuning up 
his game for the Maryland State 
Tournament, 
which is scheduled 


for early Febiuaiy, but found him- 
self making a play that he would- 
n't dream of making m a tourna- 
ment.

This play was sure 
to produce four diamond tricks 
even if one opponent held all the 
missing cards m the suit 


West played a low diamond, and 


dummy won with the queen. East's 
discard revealed the situation, so 
General Gill led a second diamond 
to his ace and then continued by 
leading a low diamond towaids 
dummy. West could tako his king, 
but he could not stop declarer from 
winning four tricks in the suit. 


Gill, who was a budge tourna- 


ment star before he was a gen- 
cinl. would have lost his contract 
il he had been playing the hand 
in a pair tournHment. In such » 
game it is important to play for 
extra tricks, so he would have led 
the quoon of diamonds from dum- 
my at the aecond trick 


This attempted finesse would 


lo«e to WeM's king, of course. Un- 
fortunately, West would still hav« 
a wcond winner m diamonds, and 
declarer would win only three 
tricks In that suit.

congressional action on the long- 
disputed project, which is de- 
signed to open the Great Lakes to 
Ocean shipping.

• WASHINGTON —(AP)— High- 
lights of your income tax return, 
including changes made in the law 
by congress last year. 


Usual, unchanged points to re- 


member- 


When you must file—Midnight 


of March 15 is the deadline for 
tiling a return on your 1951 income. 
Who must file: Everyone who had 
$600 or more income last year. 


" Everyone—man, woman, child, 
married or single—who had that 
much income in 1951 must file a 
return, even though he owes no 
tax. If he does owe any he must 
pay it in full with his return. 


Income under $600 is tax-free. 


So no return has to be filed on it. 
But soms people with less than 
$600 income in 1951 had tax with- 
held. They should file a return to 
get & refund. It's the only way 
they will get it. 


Forms Same 


FORMS FOR FILING—The 


forms for making the return are 
the same as last year: Form 1010- 
A, a single yellow sheet; and Form 
1040, a four-page return.

A. They're the under-55,000 in 
come people who had all or most 
of the tax withheld from them in 
1951. 


The under-55,000 people who 


can't use form 1040-A will use 
form 10-10 either as a short form 
(finding their tax in the table on 
the back) or as a long form (fig- 
uring their own tax). 


People with §5,000 or more in- 


come have no choice. They must 
use form 1040 as a long form, 
figuring their own tax, which isn't 
difficult. 


HUSBANDS AND WIVES— 


Husbands and wives can still split 
their income by filing a joint re- 
turn, even though one of them had 
no income, in order to get a lower 
tax. 


Everyone Gets Exemption 


EXEMPTIONS—Everyone filing 


a return gets a 5600 exemption for 
himself, plus $600 for his wife, if 
she had no income or files jointly 
with him. 


If she had any income, no matter 


how small, but doesn't file jointly 
with her husband, he can claim no 
exemption for her. If she files her 
own return separately she claims 
her own $600 exemption. 


And—You get 
Hie usual $600 


exemption for each dependent. 


The new changes to remember— 
SOCIAL SECURITV—-This year 


for the first time self-employed 
people begin paying a Social Se- 
curity tax. They were brought 
under Social Security coverage by 
congress late in 1950. 


But until now they haven't paid 


any tax. To do so now, they must 
use a special form, called Schedule 
C. If you don't have this Schedule 
C, get it from your nearest col- 
lector. The tax is 2'4 per cent of 
the first $3,600 of income. This 
Social Security tax on the self- 
employed is, of course, in addition 
to the regular income tax. 


A Nciv Rule 


There's a new rule for those 


who, employed by others, had So- 
cial Security tax withheld from 
their pay check. The tax on the 
employed is !'/£ per cent Of the 
first $3,600 of income, or a maxi- 
mum of $54 a year.

1951, you can credit it against 
your income tax on form 1040-A 
cr form 10-10 without filing a spe- 
cial claim. You'll see the place to 
do this on the form. 


DEPENDENTS—While no one 


with less than $600 'income has to 
file a return, until now no one 
with more than $500 income could 
be claimed as a dependent. 


Can Bo Claimed 


Under the new law the $500 fig- 


ure is eliminated and anyone with 
less than $600 income, who fits the 
other requirements, can be claim- 
ed as a dependent. 


MEDICAL 
EXPENSES—Until 


now no one could deduct, for medi- 
cal expenses unless' they exceeded 
five per cent of his income. And 
then he could deduct for only that 
part which exceeded five per cent. 
This rule has been changed a bit. 


Now a taxpayer—if he or his 


wife is 65 or older—can deduct the 
entire amount of his medical ex- 
penses for the care of both.

The former president, calling for 


a study of alternative actions, pro- 
poses that American ground forces

Europe while this country con- 
centrates on air and sea 'power. 
He said an exception would be 
made for those U.S. forces needed 
to protect American air bases out- 
side Atlantic Pact nations.

made yesterday in a nationwide
